The omission of these verses is probably 
due to the insertion of vv, 20-22 in 6 after v. 9 (so Toy). 


V. 5 is lacking i in 6 for no apparent reason; the addition in Cod, 23 of H-P and 
6 minuscules is taken again from © (cf. above, 1. 28). 

V. 18> , 9; the addition in Cod. 23 of H-P and some minuscules xai dvi evOéwv 
dobvOetoc (aléz Gobvetos or Tapdvouos), which corresponds exactly to Ml, is ac- 
cording to LAG, due to a later hand.

The introductory verses at the beginning of the Book of Proverbs bear a 
certain resemblance to the opening lines of the Babylonian Nimrod Epic; see 
Beitr. 2. Assyr. 1,102; MURDTER-DELITZSCH, Geschichte Babyloniens und 
Assyriens (Calw, 1891), p. 47; A. JEREMIAS, /zdubar-Nimrod (Leipzig, 1891), 15 
p. 14. It might be well to state in this connection that it is by no means certain 
that the ideographic name of the hero of the Babylonian epic is to be read 
Gilgames (see Journal of the Amer. Orient. Soc., vol. 16, p. ix). Gilgames may 
have been a surname like the appellation of the Babylonian Noah, Aéra-rasis 
or Xasis-atra (see /. c., p. cxi). To read the ideographic name of the hero of 20° 
the Babylonian epic Gi/games is about as reasonable as the idea that the name 
Richard J, should be pronounced Caur de Lion, Contrast KB 6,1, p. 116.
